The preparation of financial statements in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted

in the United States of America requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect

certain reported amounts and disclosures Accordingly actual results may differ from those

estimates

Recognition of Income and Expenses

Commission income and clearing fees related to securities transactions are recognized on settlement

date basis because all such transactions are cleared through another broker-dealer which operates on

this basis Reporting such transactions on trade date basis would not result in material difference

Cash and Cash Equivalents

The Company considers all liquid investment instruments purchased with maturity of three months

or less to be cash equivalents

The Companys cash deposits in financial institutions are covered by FDIC insurance which is subject

to certain limitations and conditions

Receivables From Brokers or Dealers

Receivables are carried net of the allowance for doubtful accounts The allowance for doubtful

Fair Value Measurements

The Company measures and discloses the fair value of investments in accordance with Financial

ASC 820-10 defines fair value as the exchange price that would be received for an asset or paid to

transfer liability an exit price in the principal or most advantageous market for the asset or

liability in an orderly transaction between market participants on the measurement date The

Company determines the fair values of its financial instruments based on the fair value hierarchy

established in SFAS 157 which requires an entity to maximize the use of observable inputs and
